To the People of this Commonwealth: 


(Tho’ the wealth is not so common as at. 
an earlier period—but to go on)— 


WHEREAS, It has been reported by 
many credible persons (which incredi- 
ble statement is legally attested by 
various, sundry and divers hiero- 
glyphies appended to written docu- 
ments, each of which purports to be 
“the last confession,’’ etc.), 
from the (small) body of “‘loil’’ peo- 
le of Tennessee, that in the recent 
election, held on the 5th day of <Au- 
gust, of the present year, wherein 
candidates for Governor, Senators, 
Members of the House of I »presenta- 
tives and other officers, were voted 
for, the grossest and most palpable 
frauds (except the School Fund _ busi- 
ness), and frightfully outrageous in- 
timidation was resorted to and prac- 
ticed upon the ‘“loyal’’ denizens of 
our State aforesaid, at the said elec- 
tion; and : 
That a cowardly and despicable

Saturday evening last, as the steam- 
er Indiana was leaving the levee in } 
New Orleans, a gentleman came on 
board and booked himself for Louis- | 
ville. He seemed very quiet when 
he first came on, but after the boat 
was out five or six hours he began to 
drink very heavily, and attaching 
himself toa fellow passenger he con- 
fided to him the fact that he was on 
his way to Frankfort, Ky., to see his 
relatives, and that he was in great 
mental trouble about family affairs. 
He gave his name on registering as 
Alonzo Gaines, and seemed to bea 
man ofconsiderable means. Saturday 
night, before he became drunk, he 
gave his watch and money to the 
clerk of the boat and had them locked 
up in the safe. 

On Sunday he continued his spree, 
drinking at intervals of every few 
minutes, and on Monday morning ev- 
ident signs of mania a potu were appa- 
rent. During the day, on Monday, 
he tried to borrow a pistol from sey-
